The Walpole Town Seal 


The official Walpole seal which appears on the cover was 
designed forty-eight years ago by a school girl named Edna 
Buck. Today she is Mrs. Basil Field of High Street. 


In order to provide the town with an appropriate official 
seal, a committee was appointed at the Town Meeting of 
March 4, 1912, “to receive designs for a new Town Seal, said 
designs to be submitted by the inhabitants of Walpole.” 
In 1913, on authorization of the Town Meeting, notices were 
published offering a prize of $25.00 for the best design. 
Miss Buck’s design was accepted by the committee cn Janu- 
ary 6, 1914 and she received the award. 


The design depicts the Old Saw Mill, the first building 
erected within the limits of what is now the Town of Walpole. 
In the committee’s opinion, the new official seal portrayed the 
Old Saw Mill and its surroundings as they actually were at the 
time better than any other design submitted. In illustrating 
the sluice-way, Miss Buck showed the stakes driven into the 
ground with hewn logs for the sides, which was correct, as 
no wheel had then turned to saw the boards. 


All four elements of the design vividly represent part of 
the early history of the town: 


First—The Neponset River, the very foundation of 
industrial life in Walpole. 


SECOND—The Wheel, signifying industry for which 
Walpole has been known since the Old Mill was first erected 
about 1650. 


TuirD—The Cedar Trees in the background, represent- 
ing one of the many gifts from the Giver of All to settlers in 
the new world. Walpole was particularly blessed with its stand 
of cedars in its famous Cedar Swamp. 


FouRTH—The Old Saw Mill, which played an important 
part in the town’s early history.

SUMMARY OF 1960 


The U. S. census figures, released May 27, 1960, showed that the 
population of Walpole had increased by nearly 25% in five years. The 
population of the town in 1955 was 11,293. In 1960 it is 14,068, and 
still growing. 


Evidence of continuing growth along Main Street was apparent 
when the year opened. Two large structures were complete and almost 
ready for occupancy—the new and much larger Atlantic & Pacific 
Supermarket and, adjacent to it, the attractive Edgewood Building. Opening 
ceremonies for the A & P store and for Paul’s Apothecary Shoppe in the 
Edgewood Building were held January 20. Dom’s Coffee Shoppe and the 
Dedham Trust Company occupy the rest of the ground floor space at the 
Edgewood Building. On the second floor are located ten medical and 
dental offices. These two businesses opened later in the year. Another 
January opening on Main Street was the Laundromat, operated by Evans 
F. Spear, next to Town & Country Gifts, Inc. 


In July three new business ventures were announced: 

Kendall Mills reported that an expansion at its South Street plant 
would soon be started. 

Ground was broken for the Fernandes Shopping Center on Main 
Street, opposite Leard’s Garage. 

Ground was also broken for Hollywood Lanes, a forty-lane, ten 
pin bowling center at the intersection of Routes 1 and 27. 
At a later date a hockey rink will also be built as part of 
this sports center.

THE EDGEWOOD BUILDING. Medical and dental offices occupy the second floor. 


The Blanchard Lumber Company opened its attractive office and 
warehouse on Elm Street on September 15. This home office, formerly 
located in downtown Boston, employs about 30 people. The warehouse, 
from which various kinds of lumber, plywoods, wallboards, sidings and 
acoustical tiles are shipped, is a building 110 feet by 210 feet, with plat- 
forms for both rail and truck shipments. Other Blanchard operations are 
located in Newark and Camden, N. J.; Albany, N. Y.; Meriden, Conn., 
and Portland, Oregon. 


The lumber company, and the other new businesses mentioned 
above, were brought to Walpole through the efforts of the Walpole 
Industrial Commission, A. Pelham Stevens, Chairman. Copies of the 
Commission's attractive brochure, published in 1959, and printed by 
The Walpole Press, were mailed with an insert in December to about 400 
prospective firms. The insert included pictures of the new companies 
which have come to Walpole in the past year and it described the 
Walpole Industrial Park, off Main Street, south of the center, where 500 
acres have been cleared for industrial development. It is hoped that this 
Jatest mailing will attract further new business to help the town grow and 
prosper. 


Work on the new Junior High School, located between Washington 
Street and East Street, near Allen’s Corner, progressed rapidly. The building 
was enclosed in early fall and the grounds partially graded and planted 
to grass. Interior construction is proceeding on schedule. The school will 
open in September, 1961.

Other improvements to town property include: 

The construction of a mezzanine floor at the Main Library. This 
work was completed early in the year. Boy Scouts in Opera- 
tion Library moved thousands of books to their new quarters 
in record time last March. 

The construction of a new Town Garage, off Washington Street. 
This work was nearing completion at the end of the year. 


Further evidence of the town’s growth was demonstrated last June 
when the largest Senior Class graduated from High School with impressive 
outdoor ceremonies on June 16. In September there were 512 students 
in High School, 755 in Junior High and 1978 in the grammar schools. 
This total of 3245 had increased to 3269 at the end of November and 
3279 at the end of December. 


Walpole’s name was carried ‘round the world to the Orient in the 
early fall, when John Gray, English teacher in the High School, and his 
family left for Japan. Under the Fulbright program he is now teaching 
English in Tokyo. The Grays will return in August, 1961. 


At The Walpole Times, a new high-speed automatic printing press 
was installed. This was done by the town’s oldest newspaper to keep pace 
with Walpole’s growth. 


At the Walpole Country Club a new fourth green was constructed 
and two sod nurseries, one of 15,000 square feet for green sod and one 
of 4,000 square feet for tee sod. 


By vote of the town, at a meeting on April 4, the new athletic field, 
off Common Street near the Plimpton School, was named Turco Memorial 
Field, in honor of John Turco. Mr. Turco, great athlete in the middle 


‘40s and early ‘50s and respected business man and citizen, died on 
March 23, 1960. 
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On August 18 the first issue of a new town newspaper, The Town 
Herald, appeared. Editor and publisher was Francis W. Smith, and is now 
E:nest A. Manocchio, Jr. The paper, printed by the offset procezs, appears 
weekly. 


At the end of the year a large number of candidates had entered the 
centests for Selectmen, School Committee and other elective town offices. 
This large slate indicates a lively interest in town affairs from many 
respenible citizens worthy of holding office. It speaks well for the future 
of the town. The year 1961 promises to be cne in which further healthy 
growth cf the town in population and in business activity may Le predicted.

The town ended the year in excellent financial condition. Our Excess 
and Deficiency Account at the close of the year was $540,656.52. 


Joint meetings were held with the Board of Seletmen of Norwood 
regarding the sewer layout from the M.D.C. sewer running east of Route 
1 to the Walpole town line via Traphole Brook where Traphole Brook 
enters the Meadow north of Union Street. 


Following a vote of the town at the Annual Town Meeting, additional 
fringe benefits were added to our medical and hospital benefits to all town 
employees. 


The town continues to grow and with its growth additional problems 
arise which your Selectmen have endeavored to meet so that Walpole will 
continue to be one of the most progressive towns in the Commonwealth. 


In the following pages your elected and appointed Town officials 
outline the operations of our local government, with appropriate pictures 
and sketches which we hope will be an interesting report.

The Highway, Park, Water and Building Repair Departments func- 
tioned as an integrated Public Works Department. Although the Park 
Department, for example, usually works in parks and commons, it also 
assists the Highway Department by plowing snow, grading roadsides, and 
trimming street trees. Similarly the Highway Department hauls gravel 
and bulldozes for the Water Department, and the Water Department helps 
maintain recreational facilities for the Park Department. The following 
accomplishments listed under the various departments were, therefore, 
not necessarily performed by the personnel of those departments. 


Highways 
CONSTRUCTION 
1. The railroad overpass on Elm Street was started under the Federal 

Aid secondary program. With the change in alignment, greater safety 

and convenience to the public will result. Under the Federal program, 

the only cost to Walpole is for land damages and re-location of the 
water main. 

A short stretch of Washington Street near the Bird School was 

widened under Chapter 90, removing an old bottleneck. 

3. The concrete guard rail on the Bullard Street Bridge was replaced. 

4. A curbing was installed on Front Street from the Epiphany Church 
toward Main Street. 

5. Construction of Norfolk Street was begun under Chapter 718 but 
suspended because of cold weather. Approximately one-third of the 
required drainage was installed. 

6. Construction of South Street from Pine toward Clinton Avenue was 
also begun under Chapter 718 and suspended. 

7. Gravel was placed for the proposed Washington Street sidewalk north 
of Stone Street. This was hauled from the New Junior High School 
site, at a considerable saving to the Town. 


NW 


RESURFACING 
A bituminous concrete surface, one and one-quarter inches thick, 
was placed on County Road under Chapter 90. 


The following streets were surfaced with tar and sand: Allston; 
Baker, 400 feet; Broad; Brook Lane; Country Club, 280 feet; Everett; 
Grant; Harvard; Maude; North between Gould and Fisher; Oak Hill, 500 
feet; Old Diamond; Park Avenue; and Pearl. 
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The following streets were surfaced with asphalt and peastone: 
Barstow; Beech; Beth; Bird; Burrill; Chapman; Clark; Congress; Country 
Club; Federal; Gould Avenue and Extension; Grace; Hale; Hanson; 
Harding; Harold; Hartshorn; Hemlock; High, 1000 feet; Highland; Holly; 
Hoover; Irving, in part; Jean; Joal; Kendall; Lewis, 1200 feet to dead end; 
Lincoln, West Street to Plain; Mason; Maple; Maude, 400 feet; Mylod, 
Main to railroad; Neponset Avenue; North; Hilcrest Farm to Old North; 
Oak Hill; 1000 feet; Occident; Old Post Road south to High Plain; 
Ossipee; Page; Pall Mall; Park Lane; Peach; Pleasant; Pilgrim; Pocahon- 
tas; Rhoades; Shawnee; Smith; South, 2700 feet to railroad; Summit; 
Sumner; Thomas; Union; Walcott; Wedgemere; Willett; and Woodland. 


A total of 9,336 gallons of tar and 49,551 gallons of asphalt was 
expended in this program. 


The first 700 feet of Baker Street was reshaped and oiled to control 
the surface water. Approximately 1,850 feet of High Street was oiled for 
the first time. 


Calcium chloride was applied to Old Post Road south of Polley Lane 
in order to control the dust and stabilize the surface. 


DRAINAGE 

New drains were installed on Oak Street and Glenwood Avenue. 
Drains were renewed on Washington Street near Eastland Circle and on 
Park Avenue. New headwalls were built for a culvert on Pine Street east 
of Route | and for the culvert on Smith Avenue. 


SNOW REMOVAL 
Two heavy snowstorms occurred, one in March and one in December. 


By working our crews thirty hours at a stretch, and hiring additional trucks 
and loaders for removal, the snow was cleared away at minimum inconveni- 
ence to the public. The cost of the second storm, the heavier of the two, 
was approximately $11,000, excluding regular departmental payrolls. 


As an added convenience to the public, sand barrels were placed at the 
roadside along some of our grades. The 32 we now have were donated by 
Bird & Son and Farrington Texol. 


TOWN GARAGE 

Work on the second stage of our three year program was completed 
at the year end by L. F. Reardon Co. Town forces improved the access roads 
from Washington and South streets and levelled a large area for a future 
access road to our old location. We are pleased with the new facilities, 
eels the hydraulic lift, and expect to function more efficiently in the 
ULUEE? 


EQUIPMENT 
During 1960 we purchased a White five yard dump truck, a sand 
spreader, and a sickle bar mower for roadside brush. Thanks to our capital 
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outlay program for equipment which has been in effect for many years, 
we are able to trade at the proper time and maintain the fleet in good 
condition. 


Parks 


MOWING 

Lawn mowing continues to be the principal occupation of the crew. 
We mow 44.5 acres in widely scattered areas, most of which is on a weekly 
schedule. There are also town cemetery plots receiving perpetual care at 
several different locations. 
RECREATION 


Additional work was done at the main Athletic Field so that it was 
ready for the football season. The work included aerifying, liming, fertiliz- 
ing and seeding. Weed killing will be done in the Spring. 

The ice on Memorial Pond was scraped several times to improve the 
skating. 


Seating capacity for football was more than doubled by the erection 
of a permanent steel and wood plank bleacher, holding 604 comfortably. 


An old concrete tennis court was removed from Memorial Park along 
with the bandstand. In its place work was started for a Little League ball 
field. The loam for this job came from the New Junior High School site 
at no cost to the town except for loading. 


SHADE TREES 

A street tree survey conducted in February by Mr. Walsh, revealed 
that only 452 elms remain on town property along the roadside. An addi- 
tional 486 elms are growing on private property within ten feet of the 
street line. To conserve these elms, a dormant spray was applied by 
blower early in the Spring, in addition to the two helicopter sprayings in 
June. 


Thirty-two street trees were planted while 75 trees were removed 
(including 68 elms). A definite effort is being made to replace the trees 


which are taken down if conditions warrant it. 
TOWN FOREST 


A new survey of our Town Forest was carried out by Mr. Williams 
of the Massachusetts Forest and Park Association, the last one having 
been made in 1948. Most of his recommendations dealt with the removal 
of inferior species in various areas. Work was started, using poisoning and 
girdling techniques. 


The Girl Scouts planted 400 red pines in the same area where they 
planted in 1958. Not to be outdone, the Boy Scouts continued their con- 
servation work west of the river. 


Walpole received a plaque from the Massachusetts Forest & Park 
Association for its work in following a forest management program. 


We realized $450 from the sale of cordwood. 
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EQUIPMENT 
A pickup truck was purchased for the foreman. 


Water and Sewer

The results of our search for more ground water sources have been 
disappointing. It appears that any additional supply must come from 
outside of Walpole. 


During the Summer, it was necessary to limit lawn watering except 
on week ends, due to the heavy demand and reduced supply. Our pumping 
stations ran continuously most of the time. Some improvement is expected 
this year as the yield from our Washington Street well field will increase, 
thanks to extensive work done in 1960. 


We are renewing and cleaning the wells, one line at a time, with our 
own crew. We used the catch basin cleaner to clean the wells, which 
proved very effective.

12 PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


A new telemeter was installed at the main station. This transmits 
water level information and records it. 


The drive shaft at the Mine Brook well failed, keeping the well out 
of service for several months. Fortunately, our demand was low at the 
time, sO no one was inconvenienced. 


The 125 HP centrifugal pump at the Main Station was rebuilt, and 
one of the 200 HP motors was rewound. 


Water at the Mine Brook site is now being treated with Calgon, a 
softening agent. 


At year end, approximately 75% of our service meters had keen 
inspected and sealed. 


SEWER 

This year 38 new service connections were made bringing the total 
to 810. New sewer laterals were added as follows, by the Power 
Construction Company.

In addition, 1,030 feet of 8-inch Transite sewer was laid in Ponderosa 
Drive by a private developer. 


Also a short stretch of sewer in Common Street, installed several 
years ago but not connected to the system, was connected. This brings 
the system mileage to 17.07. 


Three manholes on the main outfall, which had been damaged by 
industrial wastes, were rebuilt in cooperation with the Kendall Company. 
EQUIPMENT 

A small Wagner backhoe was bought for one of our Ford tractors. 


It has been very useful for digging services, both sewer and water, and in 
the well field. 


A winch type sewer cleaning machine, bought early in the year, has 
been used mostly for cleaning storm drains, some of which were choked 
full. We also bought a small electrically driven machine for cleaning house 
sewer services. 


Building Maintenance 


The following major repairs were made in the public buildings, in 
accordance with the Permanent Building Advisory Committee Program: 
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Bird School—Completed second stage of two year program to convert 
old manual training room to cafeteria. Old cafeteria was converted to 
library. Plaster ceiling was installed in basement storage area. New 
telephone intercom system installed. Electric switchboard replaced. 
Installed fluorescent lighting, four classrooms. Extended black top area of 
playground. Painted three classrooms, sanded floors in two. Renewed twe 
exterior door frames. 


Boyden School—Painted exterior. 


New Fisher School—Replaced exterior doors, south end. Painted 
exterior trim. Painted walls, six classrooms. Varnished trim, four classrooms. 


Old Fisher School—Repointed masonty. 

New Stone School—Improved lighting, first grade room. 

Old Stone School—Installed new floor in classroom. 

Junior High School—Repointed and waterproofed portion of east 


wall. Painted six classrooms and two offices. Installed mop sink in meter 
room. 


Senior High School—Painted exterior trim and five classrooms. 
Installed wire tool cage in janitor’s room. 


East Walpole Fire Station—Constructed basement exit. 
Center Library—tnstalled soundproof ceiling, basement workroom. 


In addition to the program, numerous repairs of a lesser nature were 
made in the various buildings, as usual. Most of these consisted of 
replacing broken glass and repairing plumbing leaks. Whenever possible, 
we are replacing broken glass with Plexiglass, due to its greater resistance 
to thrown objects. 


Certain work was also necessary on the heating system, such as 
replacement of the combustion chambers at the New Stone School and at 
one of the High School boilers, replacement of a heating coil at the Old 
Stone School, and installation of a motor driven damper at the Old Stone 
School. 


An automatic sprinkler system, voted at a Special Town Meeting 
in September, was installed in the Old Stone School.

A total of $329,500 was expended by formal bidding procedure, 
in 35 separate bids.

Other items, costing less than $1,000 were purchased by soliciting 
Written quotations. On some major items, such as electric current, no 
competition is possible. This costs $36,000 for street lighting and $20,000 
for power. 


Plumbing Inspector

Two hundred eighty-seven (287) plumbing inspections were made 
during the year, and satisfactory workmanship has been done throughout 
the town. 


One hundred sixty-seven (167) septic tanks and cesspools have also 
been inspected and passed. 


All complaints were investigated and necessary action taken.

High bacteria counts on samples taken this year averaged about the 
same number as those taken in 1959. 


Dealers do not knowingly allow contamination to take place in their 
products. Local milk inspection is important in that the State inspectors 
cannot possibly cover all the dealers adequately with the staff available. 


I have continued the program of spot checks of milk dispensers in 
restaurants locally. I intend to continue this inspection and take more 
samples for analysis than previously. 


Plymouth County inspectors have found extremely high bacteria 
counts in samples drawn from these refrigerated dispensers with the 
result that at least one town has prohibited the continued use of this type 
of equipment. My samples here in Walpole have not shown this to be 
the case, at least up to now. Two milk companies are supplying milk in 
these containers locally. 


Your milk inspector attended a meeting in Kingston of the South 
Eastern Mass. Boards of Health on October 19, 1960. The program was 
on the subject of milk inspection. The town health people represented 
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discussed the program of assaying for antibiotics in milk and all were in 
agreement that this program was important and all towns should co-oper- 
ate with the State department in checking samples for antibiotic residue. 
I believe we should continue on a spot check basis particularly with the 
smaller dealers who are not so apt to be checked by the State inspectors. 


The expenditures paid to Putnam Steele Laboratory are not indicative 
of what should be in the 1961 budget, as we did not have funds available 
for sample analysis during November and December. It is necessary to 
take about 18 samples per month for a standard analysis, with an occasional 
spot check for antibiotic residue. I would estimate a laboratory fee of 
about $40 per month. 


School Dentist and Dental Hygienist

Approximately 300 pupils of the first six grades were treated at 
the Dental Clinic during the past year. 


Dental services were rendered by Dr. E. Smookler, the school dentist. 
These services consisted of extractions, fillings and other treatments as 
needed. 


The work of the dental hygienist consisted of classroom visits for 
follow up work, instruction in dental health, and when necessary consul- 
tations and recommendations for correction of dental defects. Two days 
per week were spent in assisting the dentist and conducting the clinic.

In 1960 the total visits made by our nurses reached 
a high of 5700. 


Public health and follow-up visits accounted for more than half of 
the visits. Our regular program of instruction to mothers in the care of 
the newborn continues, as well as to families needing help in the rehabili- 
tation of their chronically ill. Acute cases receive immediate attention. 


We assisted at three poliomyelitis immunization clinics which were 
organized by the Public Health Department during 1960, at which 1508 
persons received innoculations. 


Again we loaned, free of charge, equipment as needed to many 
residents. This included wheel chairs, crutches, walkers, etc. which were 
greatly appreciated by those who used them. 


We welcome this opportunity to express our appreciation of all aid 
given this Association by public organizations and private citizens. It is 
through such helpful co-operation that we are better able to serve the 
community.

As in many surrounding towns, the population is steadily increasing 
in Walpole, and with the increase comes demand for more and varied 
services from the Police Department. Man-power will shortly have to be 
increased to supply these services. 


During the past year, several meetings of all members of the Depart- 
ment were held for the purpose of familiarizing the members with new 
laws passed by the Legislature concerning duties of a Police Department. 


The semi-annual fire-arms practice was held again this year on both 
indoor and outdoor ranges, under the supervision of Sergt. John Buckley. 


The new indoor range at the East Walpole Fire Station has been 
completed, and pistol matches are being held weekly by the regular police 
and auxiliary forces. 
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In competition this year at the New England Police Revolver League 
matches held at Attleboro, Patrolman James Donahue finished in the 
Commissioner's so-called top twenty. It is a coveted honor to be chosen 
by the Mass. Commissioner of Public Safety. 


Our accident record this year has been very poor, with seven deaths, 
two of which were pedestrians, plus 144 reported injuries, with a total 
of 263 accidents reported and investigated. 


The ambulance, manned by police officers has handled 215 cases to 
local and Boston hospitals. 


During the past year 122 males, 7 females (adults) and 32 juvenile 
cases were handled in the District Court for crimes committed in Walpole. 


As only twelve juvenile cases involved Walpole residents, I feel that 
our juvenile problem is not too alarming at this time. 


Several cases involving teen-agers were disposed of without court 
action, and parents of all involved appeared at the Police Headquarters, 
to supply first hand the facts involving their children. 


This procedure seems to work out very well, as we have very few 
repeaters involving our local children. 


In concluding this, my final yearly report, in behalf of the Police 
Department, 1 express my sincere appreciation to our Town officials, 
past and present, the Justice and Clerk of our District Court, and all the 
residents of Walpole for theit cooperation and assistance in handling the 
many police problems that confront a Chief of Police and members of a 
police department in a growing, busy, town.

The number of calls answered by the Department in 1960 increased 
approximately 10% over the previous year. Most of this increase was due 
to residence fires and false alarms. The dollar loss of all fires did not 
increase 1n proportion to the increase in alarms. 


I have inspected all public buildings for fire safety on a program 
basis during the year. Written reports have been submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen with recommendations. Oil burner, petroleum and other 
special inspections were made as required. 


Our regular fire department monthly meetings involving discussions, 
training, practice and demonstrations have continued throughout the year. 
Regular monthly meetings of all officers have been held separately to 
discuss various subjects pertaining to departmental operation. Additional 
training sessions were held during the summer months for personnel on a 
voluntary basis. The under-water rescue unit held drills as conditions per- 
mitted. 
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The cooperation of fire departments from the surrounding towns on 
mutual aid has been excellent. A request for assistance is seldom necessary 
as all departments are alerted through our radio network. 


A new 85-foot Aerial Ladder Truck was delivered, accepted, and 
assigned to service at the East Walpole station during the year. The old 
ladder truck was retired from service due to age. The new aerial ladder 
will afford greater protection and efficiency. In addition, it will provide 
flexibility of assignments in event of multiple alarms and other serious 
fires. With the addition of this truck, our major truck replacements have 
been completed. Two of the smaller trucks assigned to forest fire service 
are badly in need of replacement and should be replaced without delay. 


False alarms from all sources increased over 100% during the past 
year and a serious problem exists. In a majority of these alarms juveniles 
were involved. 


It is becoming more difficult each year to handle the increasing 
number of fires with an all-call department. Our personnel try to respond 
with the least amount of delay, which of necessity requires fast response 
in private cars to the fire station and then a run to the fire with the 
trucks. I am most concerned for the safety of the men and the public. 
In addition, all law enforcement agencies are forcing us to slow down. 
Serious loss of life and property can be the only alternative to delay which 
is gradually being forced upon us. Serious consideration should be given 
to the establishment of a partial permanently-manned fire department. 
The Walpole Fire Department personnel costs are only 25% of the 
“Median Town” annual costs. It is naive to believe the other towns ate 
wasting thousands of dollars annually. We may wake up too late to find 
that we are over-extending our good luck and taking too many chances. 
I have advocated a department with a nucleus of permanent firemen since 
1948 and once again would like to recommend serious consideration be 
given to this project without further delay. 


The cooperation and efforts of all personnel have been of the highest 
degree throughout the year. They have been called upon to complete many 
tasks which were dangerous and unpleasant.

Fire Alarm Maintenance 


AARON H. HILL, Supt. of Fire Alarm 


During the year, five fire alarm boxes were replaced and one new 
master box was connected to our system. Construction on our alarm circuit 
between stations continued on a reduced basis due to the hurricane. All 
boxes were inspected and checked periodically for defects and rewound 
after each alarm. The wire replacement program continued as in previous 
years; this program contributed to our excellent record during the 
hurricane on Sept. 12, 1960. 
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Service interruptions on our system were negligible, the wire and 
box replacement programs in addition to regular and preventive main- 
tenance were the factors in maintaining this good record. A total of 2,249 
man hours were expended on maintenance, testing, repairs and new con- 
struction during the year. A total of 186 alarms were sounded over the 
fire alarm system during the year. This was approximately a 15% increase 
over the previous year. 


The number of units and the usage of radio equipment is increasing 
yearly. The second year of a three year program of radio changes required 
by the Federal Communications Commission progressed as planned. As a 
result of the changes to date, our use and efficiency of radios has increased 
beyond expectations. 


The hurricane on Sept. 12, 1960 caused considerable damage to our 
outside system and required many extra man hours for permanent repairs 
over the last quarter of the year. One fire alarm box was demolished and 
required replacement. All whistle circuits were operative at all times. No 
outages occurred on these circuits from storm damage. Three box circuits 
were affected by the storm but operation continued under “ground” condi- 
tions until temporary repairs restored them to normal operating condition. 


I take this opportunity to thank the fire alarm personnel for their high 
degree of workmanship and cooperation in maintaining our system in an 
excellent condition. Many special services are performed by these men 
for the town and they are an important segment of the Fire Department. 
I also commend the firemen who assisted our fire alarm personnel after 
the hurricane in September. An exceptionally fast return to normal was the 
result of their fine cooperation and assistance.

The Walpole Public Library makes every effort to serve the public. 
In addition to meeting adult requests, the needs of young people are 
important in our planning. 
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In 1957, a non-used room, the Historical Room, was changed to a 
Children’s Department, which was made possible by storing much of the 
antique material in another area. This year, murals painted by a staff 
member decorate the walls of this room as they do the Children’s Room at 
the East Walpole Branch Library. Book Week, each year, is celebrated with 
exhibits. On Tuesday, Novemker 15, a special Book Week display of new 
children’s books was placed in the Blackkurn Memorial Hall, in order to 
accommodate as many school classes as possible. Members of the Walpole 
Mothers’ Club assissted the librarians, for which we wish to thank Mrs. 
Carl A. Rich, president, and her volunteers. 


Our former Children’s Department is now a Junior High Room for 
7th, 8th, and 9th graders who need much assistance and understanding. 
This is the responsibility of the Supervisor of Work with Young People 
whose duties cover both above mentioned departments. A High School 
science demonstration was conducted here during National Library Week. 


Mr. Charles E. Holt was a most enthusiastic Chairman for National 
Library Week, which was observed April 3 - 9. With the assistance of

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Mr. William Forssell, local industries were included in the distribution 
of bulletins and posters. Mr. Holt’s committee sponsored an Open House, 
at the Main Library, on Thursday, April 7, when townspeople had an 
Opportunity to inspect the new mezzanine area which had been completed 
in February. With the assistance of Boy Scouts, approximately six hundred 
books had been moved to the new shelving. In fact, the entire library 
underwent a “spruce up” at this time. New tile flooring was placed in the 
Children’s Room and downstairs hallway. The Staff. Room was modernized 
with new cabinets and sink. All accumulation of unnecessary paper matter 
was removed io eliminate fre hazard. 


Many art exhibitions are held at the East Walpole Branch. On Sun- 
day, November 6, the Main Library held a Pre-View Coffee Hour for the 
opening of a month’s showing of water colors done by Forrest W. Orr. 


Increased circulation of books is noted each year, which gives a high 
reading rate per capita. It will be necessary to begin placement of a few 
paperback books to meet increased demand for popular light fiction, mys- 
teries and westerns. Phonograph records are in demand, circulating about 
three hundred albums monthly. Hours of service at the North Walpole 
Branch were increased in January to four afternoons weekly, including 
Saturday. 


The Massachusetts Correctional Institution uses the Walpole Public 
Library for all requests. Books on criminology have been placed to assist 
employees taking examinations for promotion. 


Some changes may be noted in personnel. Mrs. Cecile Pepin Edwards 
resigned as Children’s Librarian at the East Walpole Branch in November 
1959. Following Mrs. Edwards, in this position, is Mrs. Marcia Smart 
Carleton. Mr. Chester H. Andrews resigned as Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, in June, with Mr. Geoffrey E. Plunkett accepting these duties. 
Mr. Andrews remains on the Board as his services are most valuable. 
Mrs. Vivian Dunn, of East Walpole, was appointed to fill an interim 
vacancy when Mrs. Barbara Roundy resigned, upon moving to Maine. 
Mrs. Grace Stornanti assumed duties in the Junior High Department, in 
September in place of Mrs. Dorothy Jackson. 


The Trustees and Librarian appreciate the loyalty shown by our staff 
who are so willing, at all times, to take on extra hours or change their 
working schedules when unseen emergencies arise. We wish to thank our 
many friends for gifts of books, floral displays, magazines, exhibits and 
suggestions. Grateful acknowledgement is made to the late Mrs. Bertha 
Poore for a bequest. The town workmen have been available at all times 
to care for the library building needs. 1960 has been a good year.

During the year of 1960 expenditures of this department for the five 
categories of assistance remained in line with budgetary estimates as 
reported separately in this Town Report, notwithstanding the fact that we 
experienced an increase in our per diem rates for general hospitals, chronic 
hospitals and public medical institutions. A revision of our Standards of 
Assistance showed a cost of living increase reported by the Division of the 
Necessaries of Life. Budget increases were effected in all cases of Old Age 
Assistance and Disability Assistance for allowances made for leisure time 
activities and transportation. 
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During the year the State Department transmitted a new fee schedule 
for drugs setting forth special formulas with reference to payment of 
same. This department supplied all doctors and druggists with copies of 
this material and assembling of this data for them, as well as the assem- 
bling of materials to be reviewed by our State Department to determine 
effectiveness of the plan, created a heavy work load for the department 
administrators. 


New O.A.S.I. amendments were issued which permitted new groups 
of individuals to qualify for benefit payments, and in some instances to 
increase benefit payments. This requited a complete review of the entire 
case load in order that our department could identify those eligible for 
added benefits and assist our clients in applying for same. 


Under date of October 1, 1960 the Old Age Assistance law was 
amended to provide a new program to be known as “Medical Aid for 
the Aged”. As a result of these changes a great deal of work was involved 
in the transfer of cases and acceptance of new applications, setting up 
of files, and inter-departmental accounting procedures, in order that we 
fulfill our agency responsibility. 


It is fitting and proper that we take this opportunity to publicly thank 
those public spirited citizens and all members of Town departments 
who having faith in the administration of the members of the Department, 
together with true charity in their hearts, readily and willingly came 
forward with assistance. 


The members of this department will always feel a strong sense of 
gratitude for the deep and abiding spirit of charity evidenced by the kind 
people of this Town of Walpole.

This change was approved and accepted by a special 
Town Meeting in November, 1960.

On the 1959 petition for a Zoning change from Residence “B” district 
to Limited Manufacturing by Mrs. Celia Jones, the Board recommended 
and the annual Town Meeting voted that no change be made. 
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In the area of long range planning, the Board called a special meeting 
of all interested parties in the Town to discuss and schedule capital outlay 
items for the next five years. As a result, the Town has some idea of 
what large expenditures must be faced in the coming five years. 


During the year, the Town received $50,000.00 from the estate of 
Henry P. Kendall for the purpose of making a Master Plan Study for the 
Town. It is hoped that a part of this money will be allocated in 1961 for 
up-dating our Master Plan which was originally prepared in 1955-1956. 


The Board wishes to thank all of the elected and appointed officials 
for their continued fine cooperation during 1961. 


Civil Defense Department

The Walpole Civil Defense Department maintained its standards, 
responded in emergencies, and enlarged its scope of activities during the 
past year. 


The Auxiliary Police Pistol Team reaped top honors in the Massachu- 
setts Police Revolver League and the entire department was reorganized 
in June to a complement of 65 men. 


Our Radio Communications group was awarded a plaque for weekly 
network attendance by the State Department. They participated effectively 
in “Opal 60”, a nationwide drill, and also during Hurricane Donna when 
power and telephones failed. 


In November a ten week course in Disaster Nursing was initiated 
for Walpole’s registered nurses with approximately 50 nurses enrolled. 
In conjunction with this, the Home Preparedness Program was begun and 
the local Medical Department plans revised to better meet state require- 
ments. 


The year 1960 marked our participation in the acquirement of 
Government Surplus property and the use of Federal Government match- 
ing funds. Purchases included new radio equipment for the Police and 
a radio communications system for the Public Works Department, as well 
as generators for emergency power.

During the year 1960, the Walpole Housing Authority spent con- 
siderable time and money trying to correct the septic tank and cesspool 
problem. Permanent corrections were made at the various locations which 
were consistently giving trouble. It is hoped that the problem has been 
solved and will not appear again in the future. 


The Walpole Housing Authority also hopes to paint the exterior of 
all the houses at “Robinwood” in 1961 as well as install gutters on the 
rear of all the houses, and storm doors on both the front and rear of the 
houses. 


“Robinwood” consists of forty-five single family homes—twenty-two 
two bedroom units and twenty-three three bedroom units. The admission 
incomes and limits remained the same as in 1959. The average rent was 
approximately $45.00. “Robinwood” was built under Chapter 200. 


The Walpole Housing Authority also investigated the possibility of a 
“Housing for the Elderly” project in Walpole. After visiting many of 
these projects in the surrounding towns, and in towns comparable to 
Walpole in size, it was felt that such a project would undoubtedly be an 
asset to the town. It is hoped that the citizens of Walpole will approve 
such a project at the coming Town Meeting. 


Veterans Services

As in past years, 1960 has seen a decided increase in the expenditures 
for Veterans’ Benefits under Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth. Indications are that this upward trend will continue in

There are several reasons for continual increases and the main reason 
is that more veterans and their dependents need assistance from this 
office. 


This office was instrumental in obtaining in Federal benefits an 
amount exceeding $5,000 for non-service pensions, widows’ pensions, 
service-connected disabilities, etc., for those eligible for such benefits. 


The sum of approximately $5,000 was saved by the Town of Walpole 
through the efforts of this office in obtaining hospitalization for Veterans 
in V.A. hospitals, who otherwise would have had to go to local hospitals, 
and the expense of such hospitalizations be borne by this office. 


I thank all those who have assisted this office in any manner in the 
past year and hope that their helpful assistance will continue.

Walpole’s healthy economic growth in 1960 was demonstrated by the 
completion of the Blanchard Lumber Co. warehouse and offices, the open- 
ing of the new A & P supermarket and its adjacent shopping center. The 
Walpole Industrial Park, a 500 acre tract off Route 1A, has keen pre- 
pared to receive industry. The new Recreational Center on Routes 1 and 
27 is fast nearing completion, as is the 13 unit shopping center with 
Fernandes Market cn Main Street. 


The Industrial Commission has publicized Walpole’s growth in an 
illustrated leaflet in the form of an insert for the brochure describing the 
town. Both promotional pieces have been distributed to several hundred 
real estate brokers and large construction firms in Massachusetts. It is 
interesting to note that the brochure on Walpole was prominently dis- 
played by the Massachusetts Department of Commerce in a booth at the 
Annual Realtors Convention in Dallas, Texas, last November. Several 
‘promising inquiries have teen received as the result of this promotion. 


The Commission with a budget of $1,000 had total expenditures of 
$270.75, of which $140 was for printing, $35 for photographs, $32 for 
supplies and phone calls, and $63.75 for mailing.

during the coming years.

The new East Junior High School will open in September, 1961, and, 
with the present Senior High plant, should take care of Grades 7 through 
12 for eight or ten years. 


Our elementary schools reflect an entirely different picture. Every 
school will lack rooms to take care of children living in the respective 
districts. In September, 1960, eleven rooms were provided, two at the Old 
Fisher and nine at the Old Stone, to accomodate the overflow of children 
in Grades 1 - 6. By September of 1961, eighteen classrooms will be needed. 
The critical areas are South Walpole, East Walpole, and North Walpole, 
in the order named. 


Future Building Plans 

The School Committee has sponsored an Article at the 1961 Town 
Meeting requesting that a Committee be appointed to build an addition 
to the present Boyden School in South Walpole. 


In order to house North Walpole pupils, the School Department 
offices will be moved out of the Old Fisher School, thereby providing two 
additional rooms for the district. 


In 1962 a request will be made for an elementary school in the High 
Plain area, as suggested in the Master Plan. : 


Kast Junior High Building Committee 
Work on the new Junior High School is progressing ahead of sched- 
ule. We have been informed that the building will be completed in May, 


1961. This should give us ample time to prepare for the opening in 
September.

The departmental meetings were concerned with regional, national, 
and independent group studies which have developed new approaches in 
certain subject matter areas. Among these were:

1. The Physical Science Study Committee course in college pre- 
paratory Physics was studied and will be started in September, 


One of the Science staff members, through a course at Brown Uni- 
versity ,became familiar with a new approach to the teaching of Biology. 
Mr. Stanley Innes, head of the Science Department, as a result of summer 
study at Brown University was selected to participate with his classes in 
the new Chemical Bond Approach in the teaching of college preparatory 
Chemistry. 


2. The School Mathematics Study Group project at Yale Uni- 
versity has been studied, and this recommended approach will 
be started in the Junior High School grades in September, 1961. 
Miss Marjorie Sline, head of the Mathematics Department, 
returned to school in September, 1960 after having participated 
at Boston College in a special academic year institute in modern 
trends in the teaching of Mathematics. 


The audio-lingual approach to the teaching of modern foreign 
languages. Various pieces of language laboratory equipment in 
eleven public and private high schools were observed by the 
language department staff members. 

4. The Business Education staff visited several schools with out- 
standing business education departments and consulted with 
several recognized authorities in the field. Mr. Robert Manning, 
head of the Business Education Department, has visited and

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surveyed those places of business and industry in the local area 
where many of our high-school graduates are employed. 
The purpose of his visits was to become familiar with special 
office equipment used and to offer placement services for high- 
school graduates. 

5. Social Study staff members attended the national conference of 
the National Council of Teachers of Social Studies, and through 
active members are cognizant of the trends and practices in this 


field. 


6. Materials published by the National Council of Teachers of 
English as well as College Entrance Examination Board sugges- 
tions are being incorporated in the English courses of study. 


7. The other departments have studied trends and practices in their 
particular areas in light of course of study revision. 


Program for the Academically Talented 


The program for the academically talented continues in its experi- 
mental format, building on the homogeneous grouping structure set in 
the first year of Junior High School. Rearranged programming this year 
provided close alignment of the schedules of the first two groups, allow- 
ing greater flexibility of placement and interchange, and scheduling is 
being adapted to flexibility n single subject areas, where possible. The 
curriculum continues open to change based on experience. 


Elementary French 


As the result of a pilot program at Plimpton School, all fourth grade 
children in Walpole are being taught French this year by the direct, or 
oral-aural method. Classes are conducted in each school by a French 
specialist, three times a week for 25 minutes. The pupils take part in 
simple conversations, ask and answer questions, obey commands, give 
brief descriptions and talks, and sing and play games in French. 


The rate of progress has been most satisfactory, and the interest and 
enthusiasm of the pupils rewarding. Plans are being made to expand the 
program in the coming school year. 


Report of the Music Department 


The school year 1960 has seen a rapid growth in the instrumental pro- 
gram from grades four to twelve inclusive. Each elementary school now 
has its own band which is a training unit for future membership in the 
senior band. The senior band gave several concerts as well as participating 
in parades and athletic events. In addition the band and its parents raised 
money to provide for attractive uniforms. Formed and trained with the 
band areother units under the direction of the supervisor such as junior 
and senior baton squads and a color guard. 


The vocal music department presented a series of concerts and 
Operettas both at the elementary and senior level.

establishing a firm foundation in music reading and other necessary funda- 
mental concepts of musicianship. 


Several changes have -een made in the faculty of the music depart- 
ment. Mrs. Frances Dunlevy is now on a year’s sabbatical leave and is 
replaced by Mrs. Gertrude Matthews as elementary vocal music teacher. 
Miss Marilyn Smith is the elementary instrumental instructor and Mr. 
Daniel Mazeika is part-time vocal teacher for the junior high school. 


Walpole School Lunch Program 


The age we live in is one of great challenge—great achievement. 
Its an exciting age and just to be a part of this era of progress is an 
incentive in itself. The astronauts of tomorrow are being fed in our schools 
today. We are an integral part of the pattern. School feeding is a vital link 
in the chain of events. 

With the completion of the renovation of the Bird School Cafeteria, 
Walpole should be very proud of its four well equipped, attractive, well 
staffed cafeterias. The favorable exclamations from students and parents, 
as they visit us, are most gratifying. 

Time to talk as well as eat, plus comfortable, hospitable seating, plus 
attractive cheerful atmosphere, plus tasty, hot food equal happy student 
customer. 

Results: Students are healthier, more attentive to class work, and more 
efficient work is accomplished. 


Last year Walpole School Lunch Program served to children 236,490 
complete hot lunches, and 485,580 cartons of milk. Our lunch sales were 
$80,659.11 plus the claim of $31,770.34; an increase in milk sales of 
30,161 cartons over the previous year. The surplus commodities received 
by Walpole program were valued at $9,053.50, costing the program only 
$318.50. 


There were 29 paid workers in the cafeterias. 


We made a small cash gain, allowing us to purchase very much 
needed milk coolers for the Senior and Junior High Cafeteria. These allow 
the students to have cold milk, speeds the student line for milk only, and 
aids greatly with the proper care and dispensing of the daily 1200 cartons 
of milk sold in the school alone. 


Fisher and Bird Schools Health Examinations 


Routine physical examinations were performed on all students in 
Grades 1, 3 and 5 of the above-named schools. Defects noted, recorded 
and parents notified. This was followed by a re-check of the defect; also 
examination of those who were absent at the time of the regular exami- 
nation. Accidents at the above schools, as per school regulations, were 
treated with the assistance of School Department Nurses. 


I express my thanks for the cooperation of the School Nurses and 
Teachers for their excellent assistance.

Retired Personnel 
HAROLD A. STROUT, Assistant Superintendent of Schools: 

Mr. Strout retired on June 30, 1960, after 37 years of service in the 
Walpole Schools. In 1923 he came from the Chemistry Department of 
Auburn High to the Science Department of Walpole High. In addition to 
his chemistry and physics assignment, he was also Sub-master. In 1933 
Mr. Strout was elected Principal of Walpole High, a position he held until 
1955. At that time, the School Committee again paid tribute to Mr. Strout 
by appointing him Assistant Superintendent of Schools. Many of our 
younger teachers are going to miss his friendly visits and words of encour- 
agement. All of us join his many former pupils in wishing him many 
happy years ahead. 

SHELDON GOODRICH, Sub-Master, Walpole High School: 

Sheldon Goodrich was appointed to the Mathematics Department of 
the Senior High in 1931. The School Committee appointed him Sub- 
Master of the High School in 1933. He held this position until June, 1960. 
As coach of Walpole High’s famous baseball teams of the past, Sheldon 
Goodrich became well known throughout the state. His friendly smile and 
greeting will be missed at Senior High. 

MONA KENNEDY, High School French Department: 

Mrs. Kennedy taught French at the Senior High from March, 1939 
until her retirement on June 30, 1960. Her success in preparing college- 
bound pupils in the French language was outstanding. Twenty-one years 
of notable service to the pupils of Walpole High is the contribution that 
has endeared her to all of us. 

MARGARET KANNALLY, High School Commercial Department: 

Miss Kannally taught commercial subjects at the Senior High from 
1931 until December 31, 1960.

The Town Accountant is charged with the duty of keeping the 
financial books of the Town, in which are recorded the receipts and 
disbursements resulting from the financial transactions of the Town. The 
books are, at all times, available for inspection and reveal, at any time, the 
exact condition of the Town’s finances. 


It is the duty of the Accountant to examine all receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Town and pass on whether or not they are proper and 
in order. In addition, he must furnish each department head periodically 
a list of the appropriations under his control, with the exact balances, 
and a detailed statement monthly to the Director of Accounts, Selectmen, 
Finance Committee and Town Engineer showing all Appropriation 
balances. 


It is gratifying to note that, although all government costs keep in- 
creasing yearly, a measure of relative stability has been maintained 
during the last three years. During that time, our tax rate has increased 
only $1.00 each year, and at the end of the period, our surplus revenue 
account is more than $208,000.00 greater than at the end of 1957. 


The Town Accountant wishes to take this opportunity to publicly 
thank all of the offictals, boards and committees of the Town for the fine 
cooperation which he has received from them during the year.

REPORT OF THE SELF-SUSTAINING SEWER DEPARTMENT COMMITTEE 


Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Chairman of the Committee on Self-Sustaining Sewer 
Department offered the following report: 


The 1959 Annual Town Meeting voted: 


“That the Moderator appoint a committee of five to study the advisability of 
placing the Sewer Department on a self-sustaining basis, and it shall be the duty 
of said committee to make a written report to the Board of Selectmen with a copy 
- to:the:Appropriations-Committee stating their conclusions with recommendations as 
to any and all necessary action to accomplish the same, and report to the next Annual 
Town Meeting.” 


The Committee has tried to keep statistics to a minimum, but the following 
are pertinent: 


A. 1. In 1949, there were 571 sewer ccnnecticns. 
2. In 1959, where were 772. 
Or 


In 1959, Walpole was about 25% sewer-connected. 


B. In 1949, the Metropolitan District Sewer Tax paid by Walpole was $12,189.00. 
In 1959, this Tax had risen to $43,930.00. Under the law enacted in 1959, 
from figures submitted to us by the Metropolitan District Commis- 

sion, 1t would appear that Walpole’s 1960 Tax will be less. 


C. Under the Betterment Act, abutters reimburse the Town of Walpole $3.80 per 
trontage-toot, when a sewer lateral is constructed. Receipts from this. 
source amounted to $6,277.00 in 1958. In view of rising sewer construc- 
tion costs, the assessment on abutters should be reviewed. 


D. Payments cn Bonded Indebtedness and Interest amounted to $57,161.00 in 
1958. rresumably, this will decrease each year until further indebtedness. 
is incurred. 


SURVEY OF COMMUNITIES IN THE 
METROPOLITAN DISTRICT SEWER SYSTEM: 


A. Thirty-nine cities and towns are tied in with the Metropolitan Sewer System. 


B. Most of the larger cities are 100% sewer connected. 
Most of the larger cities have no sewer-usage-tax, but pay for extensions and. 
maintenance out of general taxation. 


C. There is a tendency for towns to discontinue the Use-Tax when they approach 
the 100% connected mark. 


D. At least five towns in the Metropolitan System do have a sewer-tax or usage- 
charge. 


PRINCIPLE OF A SEWER TAX: 


A. In general, the principle of a Sewer Tax is based on the theory that those who. 
benefit from a sewer connection should contribute toward sewer main- 
tenance. 


B. The Massachusetts Legislature, in a law enacted in 1959 for assessments against 
communities tied into the Metropolitan District Sewer System, adopted 
the principle of a Use-Tax to replace the “ability-to-pay” principle previ- 
ously in effect.

C. 25% to 30% of towns and cities in the United States ranging from 10,000 
to 250,000 population use a Sewer Tax in some form. (1958 Municipal 
Year Book). 


SEWER-TAX, AND HOW DETERMINED: 


In most communities having a Sewer Tax a sliding scale is used with maxi- 
mums for residential, commercial and industrial users. 


Sewer Taxes are generally based on water usage. 


In determining maximum Sewer Taxes, due consideration is always given to the 
circumstances within each group. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE: 


A. A Sewer Tax for people enjoying the privileges of the sewer system in Walpole 
is justified, since those connected to the sewer are free from upkeep 
expense on septic tanks or cesspools. 


B. A Sewer Tax sufficient in amount to pay for actual maintenance on the sewer 
system in Walpole, should be adopted. 


C. Such a Sewer Tax should not presume to pay off bonded indebtedness, interest 
on debts, costs of sewer extensions—past, present or future—nor any tax 
levies by the Metropolitan District Sewer Commission. 


D. The Town accounting system should be set up in such a way that costs for 
sewer maintenance will be segregated so that they reflect the true cost 
of maintaining Walpole’s sewer system, and nothing else. 


E. The Sewer Tax should be established on a sliding scale based on water usage, 
with maximums for residential, commercial and industrial users. In 
determining these maximums, due consideration should be given to the 
circumstances within each group. 


F. In submitting this Report, this Ccmmittee is of the opinion that it is unwise 
to try to make Walpole’s sewer system wholly self-sustaining, because to 
do this would place on those using the sewer an unreasonable burden; 
instead, we recommend that the Sewer System be partially self-sustaining 
to the extent herein stated.

REPORT OF THE WALPOLE SCHOOL SITES COMMITTEE 
Chairman Richard Lovett offered the following: 


The Walpole School Sites Committee have met periodically since last year’s 
Town Meeting and have concentrated our efforts in several areas of the Town. 


We have been working with the Home Building Company to secure a plot 
of land in East Walpole which meets the State Building Assistance Commission’s 
requirements for size and will meet our requirements for size and shape and 
accessibility to roads and to walking pupils. Our committee has been assured by 
the Home Building Company that there will be a suitable 10-acre plot of land 
available for a primary grade school. This land will be laid out so that access from 
Old Post Road and from Washington Street via Morse Street will allow for as 
many walking pupils as possible. Final details are yet to be worked out. 
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A year ago, it was a toss-up between West Walpole and South Walpole as to 
which area would need new or expanded school facilities the most. After making 
some preliminary studies of the areas, we decided that South Walpole seemed to be 
in need of more immediate attention than West Walpole. 


The Educational Services Associates offered two alternatives: 


(1) Construct a new schcol in an area nct adjacent to the existing Boyden 
School, or 


(2) Try to secure more land adjacent to the Boyden School and plan to build 
a separate structure perhaps next to or behind the existing Boyden School 
and use the new land for recreational facilities. Part of the necessary land 
is available but in order to meet State requirements, we are attempting to 
secure an additional piece of land. 


As far as the North Walpole school area is concerned, the plans for the exist- 
ing new Fisher School show the provision for seven additional rooms in a wing 
running at right angles to the Main Street end of the structure in a westerly 
direction. The Fisher School Building Committee was foresighted enough to pur- 
chase sufficient land to meet the requirements of an 18-room school, the auditorium 
was designed for pupils of 18 rooms and the cafeteria could go on to a two shift 
basis at top enrollment. Boiler room space is available for an additional boiler to be 
installed to heat a new wing when it is determined that this school must be 
expanded. We recommend that the Town place any extra fill available from town 
construction in the area of this future addition in order to bring the ground level 
up to grade. 


The status of West Walpole will undoubtedly be in for further attention in 
this year as well as getting under way in studying the desired area for a West-side 
Junior High School location which is, as far as construction is concerned, many 
years away. However, this does not mean that we should not be prepared at a much 
earlier date.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ADVISABILITY OF CONSOLIDATING TOWN OFFICES 
Chairman George B. Burnett offered the following: 


Your committee reviewed the present town charter and found that it. contains 
no provisions for any consolidation of town offices except in Section 5 which 
states, “The Offices of Town Clerk and Town Accountant May Be Held By The 
Same Person.” 


It is doubtful if such a consolidation would result in any savings as in all 
probability the new position would require a salary higher than that paid to either 
of the present incumbents and in addition it would necessitate a full time clerk 
in place of the present part time clerk. 


The offices of Treasurer and Collector could be consolidated but this could 
not be accomplished without a change in the charter and again it is doubtful 
if such a change would result in any monetary saving. 


The Town Engineer is purchasing agent for “all supplies and materials for all 
departments of the town under the control of the selectmen.” Section 9 of the 
charter also permits him to “purchase educational supplies upon the request of 
the School Committee accompanied by proper requisitions therefor.” : 
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1959 purchases and expenses were approximately $415,500. These expenditures 
were incurred in the following manner:

Items such as electricity, insurance, telephone, snow removal, etc. Purchases 
made by checking prices but without competitive bids $80,000. Such as repairs to 
equipment and motor vehicles, postage, office supplies and printing. 


While some saving would result if town engineer and/or full time assistant 
devoted his activities entirely to purchasing, it is unlikely that savings would be 
equal to salary paid to such an assistant unless there was some modification in the 
present appropriation methods whereby purchases are made on a 3 or 5 year program 
rather than on a year to year basis. However, purchases of more than one yeat’s 
requirements could be speculative. 


There is also a possibility that further savings could result if educational sup- 
plies were purchased by the engineer on the request of the school committee. 


The Assessors, Engineering and Welfare departments were also studied and 
due to the special requirements of each no consolidation appears practical. 


The total clerical personnel in these general government and public welfare 
departments in 1955 were 6 full time and 3 part time employees. From 1955 to 
1959 there was no increase in the number of full time employees but an increase 
of 1 part time employee for the Board of Assessors. 


In 1955 in addition to the clerical personnel, there were 9 full time and 6 
part time officials in general government and public welfare. From 1955 to 1959 
full time officials increased to 10 with no increase in the number of part time 
officials.

During the five year period clerical salaries increased 2444%, 742% repre- 
sents merit and cost of living increases and 17% is due to the additional work load 
resulting from an increase in population and new housing developments. For the 
same five-year period salaries of the officials increased 8% for merit and cost of 
living and 119% for additional personnel.

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It is our belief that with the growth that has taken place in the past five years, 
the salaries of officials and clerks in general government and public welfare depart- 
ments are not excessive, especially when compared with the payroll increases (merit 
and cost of living increases and additional personnel) in other departments of the 
town government. This increase for the five years 1955 through 1959 was:

Based on the 1959 tax levy, the clerical salaries in general government and 
public welfare departments were 1.5% of the total levy. Salaries of officials in these 
departments were 3% of the levy, representing a small percentage of the total tax 
levy and compare favorably with similar expenses in business. 


It appears that the selectmen and other officials in general government and 
public welfare departments are operating their departments as economically as 
possible and at this time the committee considers it inadvisable to consolidate any 
of the town offices as no apparent savings would result. 


THE ADVISABILITY OF ADOPTING A FORM OF TOWN MANAGER GOVERNMENT 


dhe Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers Association, Incorporated, state 
that..basically there are two types of manager form of town government, namely 
STRONG and WEAK type. The characteristics of each are: 

a Pee a deicy 
STRONG MANAGER TYPE 
' Elective officers are Moderator, Selectmen, School Committee. Town manager is 
appointed by the selectmen and he appoints all other officers except those not 
concerned with the day-to-day administration of town affairs. These are Board of 
Appeal, Election Officers, Registrars of Voters who are appointed by the selectmen. 
The manager is the administrative head and supervises the activities of all town 
departments with the exception of the School Department. He does not have the 
power to initiate policy; however, he may recommend policy changes to the select- 
men or through them to the town meeting. He does not decide town policy as this 
is the function of the selectmen or the voters by town meeting vote. 


The charter establishing a manager form of town government sets forth all 
of his powers, duties and responsibilities which are vested in him and not in the 
selectmen or any other agency for delegation to him. 


WEAK MANAGER TYPE 


Elective officers in addition to Moderator, Selectmen and School Committee 
may be Treasurer, Collector, Clerk, Library Trustees, Planning Board, Assessors. 
Town manager is appointed by the selectmen and both the selectmen and manager 
appoint other town officials with Major appointments made by the selectmen. 
Appointments made in this manner create divided administrative auhority and the 
manager becomes the messenger for the Board of Selectmen rather than an adminis- 
trator of town affairs. 


The Bureau of Government Research of the University of Massachusetts 
advises there are 17 towns Operating under the manager form of town government. 
This represents only 5% of the 312 incorporated towns in Massachusetts. Thirteen 
of the 17 towns replied to our questionnaire. 


There is no uniformity in the manner in which the officials of the 13 towns 
ate elected or appointed as the towns with manager form of government are in 
both the STRONG and WEAK Category. A summary of town officials reflects this 
by the manner in which these town officials are selected.

The adoption of a strong manager type of government would require not only 
sweeping changes in the manner of selecting town officials but also a complete 
revision of the town charter to provide strong administrative tools required by the 
manager if the manager form of town government were to ke successful. 


Some of the major changes would be: 


The authority to organize and combine certain positions nct now permitted 
under the charter; Provide a more flexible use of clerical personnel and equipment 
which could be moved to assist other groups when peak loads arise; Relieve the 
selectmen of scme of their appointive functions thereby permitting them to con- 
centrate more on policy; Appointments of Town officials made by manager and 
vesting in one person the authority over all departments of town government except 
schools.

The 1959 salary of the Walpole Town Engineer is less than the lcwest salary 
paid by towns having a manager form of government and it is also considerably 
less than the average or median salaries paid in the 13 tcwns replying to our 
questionnaire. 


The 1959 Walpcle tax levy excluding amcunts appropriated for school 
purposes compares favorably with the median of the 13 towns Evt the tax levy of 
the 13 town average is approximately 40% more than the 1959 Walpole tax levy. 
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The 1955 population of Walpole is equal to the median population in the 13 towns 
having manager form of town government but is 2000 less than the average in these 
towns. The 1959 population on all towns not available. 


A STRONG manager form of town government would not necessarily result 
in any monetary savings as undoubtedly an assistant to the manager would be 
required to perform some of the purchasing, clerical and engineering tasks thereby 
enabling the manager to devote his energies to the administration of the town. 


A Town Manager’s responsibilities would be far greater than those required of 
the Town Engineer and the qualifications would lean more heavily toward adminis- 
trative than engineering. 


Walpole clerical and official salaries taken from the 1959 recommended 
expenditures of the Appropriation Committee are compared with salaries of the 
median towns of the manager group.

The above indicates that salaries in general government, protection of persons 
and property in Walpole are less than the median town of the manager type. 
Salaries in other departments that would also be under supervision of the manager 
are less in Walpole than in the median town except in public welfare and library. 


All salaries in this report are taken from Appropriation Committee Reports. 
for the applicable years. 


Our study has lead us to believe our present form of government is of the 
Town Manager type although the administrator is “Town Engineer.” It also leads 
us to believe there is not sufficient financial or administrative advantages at the 
present time to justify changes in the town charter to create a STRONG manager 
type of town government.

Within the jurisdiction and responsibilities of the Personnel Board of the 
Town of Walpole, authorized by the Town of Walpole under Chapter 41, Section 
108-A of the General Laws, the Personnel Board recommends the following 
increases and revisions to the Wage and Salary Classification Plan: 


Effective January lst, 1960, the Personnel Board recommends a 6% increase 
in the rate ranges and pay of the hourly paid employees in accordance with the 
proposed Schedule A. This recommendation, based on a survey of wages paid by 
communities and industries in the general Walpole area, is designed to maintain 
competitive pay scales. Further, this recommendation is based on the assumption 
that there will be no increase in fringe benefits of any kind, applicable to the 
affected employees, with the exception of the increase in hospital benefits under 
the Town’s Employees’ Group Insurance Plan as recommended by the Appropriation 
Committee. 


The Personnel Board also recommends the revised Classifications and Pay 
Ranges for Part Time Employees in accordance with proposed Schedule C. 


The Personnel Board submits Schedule B which includes the changes in classi- 
fications, acted upon by the Board during the year after the 1959 Annual Town 
Meeting, and which are identified earlier in this report under New Classifications 
and Changes. 


In accordance with Article 21 of the Walpole Personnel Board By-Law, 
reading 
AMENDMENT: 


The Personnel Board recommends the following changes in the Walpole 
Personnel Board By-Laws: 


1. ARTICLE []—Vacations (including the changes) to read as follows:— 


The following annual vacations with pay will be granted to all full time 
employees and to regular part time employees who are on an hourly paid basis, 
after the following periods of continuous employment:

6 months up tosone: year 3. 2. 1 week 
1 year to 14 years 2 weeks 


15 years and over 


For the purpose of this Article, a regular part time employee is one who is 
scheduled to and/or works no less than eight (8) hours weekly. The weekly vaca- 
tion pay of such regular part time employee shall be the average of his weekly pay 
for the last twenty-six (26) weeks worked immediately preceding his vacation. 


Vacations with pay shall not be granted temporary employees. 
Should a holiday fall during the vacation period on a regularly scheduled work 
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day, an additional day of vacation will be allowed for full time employees, except 
for professional employees of the Library. 


Full time professional employees of the Library shall receive a four-weeks 
annual vacation with pay after one year of continuous service. 


Vacations shall not be cumulative from year to year. 


Employees terminating their employment with the Town will receive payment 


in lieu of any earned vacation not yet taken in the calendar year of their employ- 
ment termination. 


2. Add ARTICLE 18A—Fringe Benefits—to read as follows: 


Proposed changes in existing fringe benefits, such as group insurance, vaca- 
tions, holidays, premium pay, etc. and/or proposals for any additional fringe 
benefits shall be submitted by the Department Head to the Personnel Board for 
its recommendation prior to inclusion in proposed departmental budgets.

THE EAST JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
Chairman William E. Petrie offered the following: 
Your Junior High School Building Committee, in accordance with instruc- 
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tions as voiced by unanimous vote at the 1959 Town Meeting, has proceeded with 
the new building. This report is being presented to give you the current status, 
both financially and construction-wise. 


By early November, 1959, detailed plans and specifications had been com- 
pleted and it was possible to secure bids for the general contract. Advertisement for 
bids was sent out the same month for submitting by general contract bidders on 
December 15, 1959. 


Bids were received as scheduled, with J. L. Marshall and Sons of Pawtucket, 
R. I., being the successful low bidder for the general contract. Because of the mild 
weather and Marshall’s careful planning, they were able to break ground promptly 
and to date there has been no delay in any respect. 


As for progress: 


In the Academic wing— 
Trenches for footings are nearly complete. 
Forms for the footings appear to be about 40% complete. 


In the Gymnasium wing— 


Footings are about 75% complete. 

Grade walls are about 75% complete. 
Footings complete in boiler room. 

Walls in BN are formed up ready to pour. 
Oil tank is in place. 


The site work— 


Loam is completely stripped. 

Rough grading complete. 

Storm drains about 75% complete. 
Construction is going ahead according to schedule and the com- 
pletion date is now June, 1961. 


Based on the appropriation, the Town of Walpole will receive $603,248 in 
state aid over a twenty-year period. The first payment will be made in December 
1960, in amount of $30,162, which will coincide with the first bond interest due 
date. The original authorization for construction in amount of $1,930,000 is 
comfortably in excess of the contract figure of $1,458,207 plus achitects’ fees, etc., 
and will in all probability allow a portion of the authorized figure to be returned 
to the Town. 


The school bond issue was promptly subscribed so in order to make the most 
use of the cash available (because the total amount was not immediately needed ) 
some $800,000 was invested by the Town in U. S. Government 5% five year bonds 
last January. The interest will accrue to the town annually, but the bonds will be 
left untouched until absolutely needed.

The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of February 11, 1960 
and was signed by Edward J. Delaney, Chester Parasco and Francis W. Smith.

The Warrant was signed by Edward J. Delaney, Harold E. Higgins, Chester 
Parasco and Francis W. Smith, and was signed August 26, 1960. The proper serv- 
ice of the Warrant was attested by Timothy A. Cullinane, Constable of Walpole.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
November 21, 1960 


The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of November 3, 1960 
and was signed by Edward J. Delaney, Janice Wilkins, Harold E. Higgins and 
Chester Parasco. The proper service of the Warrant was attested by Timothy A. 
Cullinane, Constable of Walpole. All requirements of the statutes and by-laws 
relating to Town Meetings were complied with. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, William O. Forssell at 
8:00 P.M. 


It was voted to waive the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To hear and act on the report of any Committee or to choose any 
Committee the Town may think proper and transact any other business that may 
legally come before the Town. 


No action was taken under this article. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws of the 
Town of Walpole as follows: 


SECTION JII—3-B-1 
Dwelling for occupancy by more than one family, provided that: 

(a) such dwelling is located on a lot having an area larger thaneethe 
minimum hereinafter specified for the construction of a_ building 
in the same district by an additional thirty-five hundred (3500) square 
feet for each family in excess of two to be accommodated therein, 
except where such lot is serviced by an existing sewer main, and in 
that case, the lot must be connected to the sewer main and, in addition, 
must have adequate space for off street parking of all expected auto-. 
mobiles for the family units as well as space for laundry drying, outside 
incineration of rubbish and out of door space for the families to be 
accommodated, and | 

(b) said lot is in immediate proximity to a Non-Residential District or to 
other buildings occupied by more than one family, or has a total lot 
area of not less than three (3) acres. 


SECTION III]—5-B-1 
Dwelling for occupancy by more than one family provided that: 

(a) The Business District in which such dwelling is located abuts or is in 
the immediate proximity to a General Residence District, and 

(b) such dwelling is located on a lot having an area larger than the 
minimum herein specified for the construction of a building in a. 
General Residence District’ by an additional thirty-five hundred (3500).

Motion was defeated. 

._ VOTED: That the Town raise and appropriate, by transfer from the E. & D. 
Account, the sum of Four Thousand Four Hundred Eighty Dollars ($4,480.00), 
to cover cost of addition to existing transportation contract, for the period of 
January 1, 1961, to the close of school in June, 1961. (Voted—Unanimously ). 

Town Counsel Richard H. Kannally moved that the previous vcte be recon- 
sidered. 

The Meeting then voted to reconsider. After a brief recess Chairman Clifford 
H. Hinton of The Town Appropriation Committee reported that his Committee 
had voted not to recommend adoption of Article 3. 

Superintendent of Schools John H. Powers explained the reason for the 
original motion which asked for an appropriation of Four Thousand Four Hundred 
Fighty ($4,480.00) and called for its approval. 

The Motion was then reconsidered and Voted Unanimously. 

There being no further business Moderator William O. Forssell declared 
the meeting dissolved at 8:45 P.M.
